Deficit Seen 


Adm inistration 
Cites Improvement 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
fed eral d eficit for fiscal 19 72 
will be an estimated $26 billion, 
highest since World War II, bu t 
$12.8 billion lower than pre­ 
d icted in Janu ary , the gov ern­ 
ment said tod ay . 
The rev ised bu d get estimate 
came as the Nix on ad minis­ 
tration asked Congress to raise 
the national d ebt limit by $1'» 
billion from the cu rrent $450 
billion. 
The d eficit for fiscal 19 73, es­ 
timated earlier at $25.5 billion 
will be abou t $27 billion, the Of­ 
fice of Management and Bu d get 
said in a report to Congress. 
The 
fed eral 
financial 
situ ­ 
ation has improv ed marked ly 
since Janu ary becau se of in­ 
creased tax collections resu lt­ 
ing from ov er-withhold ing from 
pay checks. 
The reason for the lower d efi 
cit is that the Treasu ry has col­ 
lected more money than antici­ 
pated . This is d u e to congres­ 
sional action changing income- 
tax tables effectiv e this y ear, 
resu lting 
in 
sharply 
higher 
amou nts being withheld from 
pay checks. 
The change was d esigned to 
eliminate 
trad itional 
u nd er­ 
withhold ing for millions of tax ­ 
pay ers. And many people who 
are hav ing too mu ch d ed u cted 
hav e not ad ju sted their with­ 
hold ing rates, d espite pleas by 
the ad ministration. 
The d eficit also will be small­ 
er becau se no action has y et 
been taken on Nix on’s rev enu e- 
hharing bill. The ad ministration 
sched u led $2.2 billion for rev e­ 
nu e-sharing in the bu d get for 
the fiscal y ear end ing Ju ne 30. 
The national d ebt now stand s 
at almost $430 billion. 
Sev eral 
congressmen 
hav e 
6 aid they plan to attach tax -re- 
form amend ments to the d ebt- 
Umit requ est, bu t the ad minis­ 
tration say s the tax cod e shou ld 
not be rev ised in an election 
y ear.
